Jr., who became 
30 on Sept. 17, stands 6 feet 81. weighs 215 
pounds, has clean-cut, soft' features and a 
watery gaze and recently achieved Interna¬ 
tional notoriety as registered U S agent of 
German’s supposedly defunct neo-Nazi So¬ 
cialist Reich Party.

"She keeps 
telling them that she did nothing. Thai she was 
only a loyal wife Yet they confiscate her properly.

According to Newark T-l, Hf.ROL'' kEITH THOMPSON, J!i. was a member 
of the Progressive Party of the District of Columbia in 19li8, and was a 
founding member of the Independent progressive Party of New Jersey in 19^8. 

Confidential Informant T—1» has advised that the Progressive 
Party of the State of New Jersey is controlled by the Communist 
Party of New Jersey. T?-li also stated that the majority of the 
Progressive Party functionaries in the State of New Jersey 
were members of the Communist Party, and that one of the major 
jobs of the Communist Party was to build up the Progressive 
Party. 

Ihe Communist Party has been cited bv the Attorney General 
of the U.S. as a subversive organization seeking to alter 
the form of government of the United states by unconstitutional 
means, and comes within the purview of Executive Order 9835.

(B) Committee for the Advancement of '■ estern Culture 

An article in the Newark Star Ledger, a daily newspaper of Newark, 
'.J., reflected an interview with subject concerning THOMPSON'S connection 
/ith a new organization. According to this article,.THOMPSON'S "newest 
venture in political ideology is as National Chairman of the American 
^ommittee for the Advancement of 'western Culture. As he outlined the 
Committee's aims in an interview yesterday, THOI PSOiv drew a Hitlerian 
picture of Nordic supremacy in the world fight against Communism." 

THOMPSON is quoted as stating that this will be strictly an 
American group with representation in various major cities dedicated to a " 
vigorous fight in behalf of the traditional Nordic, Anglo-Saxon, American 
culture and against the encroachment of Communism and alien cultures. 
"THf’ 11 PSON makes no bones about world Zionism being the committee's major 
target." 

"Thompson's argument is that the 'V.orld Jewish Committee* is 
costing America valuable allies in the struggle against Communism — that 
its influence forced this country into world 1 ar II, is blocking the re¬ 
building of est Germany, and is alienating the friendship of Arab 
and other nations and driving them towards Communism." 

According to this article, closely associated with THOMPSON is 
a group of clergymen, teachers and political pamphleteers, most of whom 
iave been publicly identified with Nationalist German causes. Further, 
that THOMPSON'S Committee will have branches in Los Angeles, Chicago, and 
either Atlanta or Nashville.

He refused to elaborate concerning 
the allegations about the Agents other than that the allegations were set 
forth in a group.of affidavits collected at the request of the attorney 
for the publication "Expose." He said this collection was made as 
protection from libel charges which might arise as result of series 
of articles concerning National Socialist activities in the United 
States concerning which Thompson has written about in recent issues 
of "Expose." In accordance with Bureau instructions of October 19, 

195^, Thompson is not to be contacted in future without Bureau 
authorization.

My memorandum October 21, 1954, I advised you of 
the results of an interview with the captioned individual 
by New York Agents as set forth in New York teletype October 19, 
1954. Thompson had previously by letter dated October 16, 

1954, complained that he had not received an acknowledgment 
from any FBI official of information which he had furnished 
to the FBI. He also expressed misgivings in his letter 
concerning the extent to which the FBI collaborates with 
"disreputable Jewish pressure groups." In his letter he 
alleged that he had evidence consisting of affidavits and 
documents which were in the possession of his attorney 
establishing illegal, unethical and reprehensible actions on 
the part of persons identified as Agents of the FBI. 

As indicated in my above-mentioned memorandum, Thompson 
refused to elaborate concerning the allegations with respect to 
actions of FBI Agents other than to indicate that these 
allegations were contained in affidavits.which had been collected 
at the request of the attorney for "Expose" as a protection 
against libel charges which might arise against him from a 
series of articles which he had written for that publication. 

As indicated previously Thompson is a sex deviate 
who was dismissed by the United States Marine Corps. 

By airtel dated October 20, 1954, New York advised 
that during the interview with Thompson, Thompson expressed 
concern about the cooperation between the Department of Justice 
and certain Jewish pressure organizations.

A few days later, Barry Gray

This pub¬ 
lic damaging of innocent persons 
caused me growing concern.

7 Spandau prisoners are still iq 
solitary confinement.

The permis¬ 
sion was g:vcn to speak for 10 
minutes after work, but this was 
later withdrawn, as was the per¬ 
mission to receive books. The 
right to receive food packages, 
allowed in all prisons, is not 
extended to these prisoners. There 
I was a special necessity for this 
right, since during the Russian 
months [of administration] the 
prisoners suffered bitter hunger 
and loss of weight. The censor¬ 
ship is so trickily done that the 
one letter a month which is al¬ 
lowed arrives only in fractions. 
Every two months a near relative 
of each prisoner is allowed a IS 
minute visit The conditions of 
the visit prevent the men from 
properly hearing what their viaf 
stors say. and every word is wriefc 
ten down by prison officers.

According to the letter quoted in Time Magazine the 
writer is one H, Keith Thompson who is identified as the 
Executive Secretary of the aforementioned Committee, Bureau 
files do not reflect any information concerning this individual, 
However, Bureau files do reflect an investigation conducted 
by ONI regarding an individual who may be .identical with 
Thompson. In view of this, the Senatorial inquiry is being 
referred to ONI for their information by separate communication. 

By letter dated June 2j, 1952, the Newark Office 
was instructed to institute investigation of the organization, 
The Committee for the Freedom of Major General Remer, This 
investigation was instituted at the request of the State Depart¬ 
ment which advised that information had been received by that 
Department that this "organization is challenging the decision 
and opinion of the German court in the Remer case and labels 
those individuals participating in the anti-Hitler plot as 
traitors," Remer has been extremely active as the deputy 
chairman of the neo-Nazi Socialist Reich Party and was recently 
sentenced for slander against various persons who participated 
in the 19UU bomb plot against Hitler; Remer played a prominent 
role in quashing this plot.

Addressed to the President, Chancellor, Saoinetftfficerr!, 

Members of the Bundestag, local officials and “he Preen., 

This Committee appeals to you in the nams of Justice for the termination 
of the prosecution of Generalmajor Otto Ernst Reiner, and his associates, and an 
end to the persecution of renters of the f" : allot Reich p =rty. Tho c z.azr. of General 
Remer, General Ulrich Freiherr Ton Bothme::, Grs/ Wolf von Westarp, Wolfgang Hedler, 
Dr. Fran" Richter and Klages Rainer have attracted international attention. 

The decision of the County Court of Braunschweig, when it sentenced General 
Remer to an additional jail sentence for "slandering" various persons who took part 
in the 19Ui Bomb Plot against Reich Chancellor Hitler, is a manifestly unfair one. 

The opinion of the Court in holding the National Socialist Regime to have bean 
"illegal" would appear to have been reached solely far the purpose of convicting 
Generalmajor Reiner and lending some shred of roepecta'piliiy to the actions of those 
persons who participated in the Bomb Plot. 

This Committee, composed of Americans of German descent and other .responsihl9 
persons interested in International Justice, strongly protests the indictment and 
conviction of General. Remer and his associates. If there is to be any political 
freedom in the -world, th» right of free speech and the unhampered expression of 
political opinion must be maintained and safeguarded. 

History itself rules against the decision and opinion of the court in the 
Remer case. The Third Reich aame to power in an absolutely legal manner prescribed 
by the Constitution of the German Republic, and certainly appeared to enjoy at all 
time* the support of the majority of the German People. For a German Court now to 
hold the Third Reich to have been "illegal" is absolutely in contradiction to the 
facts of history. As to the specific charge of "slander", certainly General Reiner 
was within his rights when he referred to the Bomb Flot participants as traitors. 
Anyone, irrespective of motive, who seeks to unseat a regime by violent means is a 
traitor. Tb seek to undorsrlris the efforts and leadership cf a nation in the midst of 
a war for its very survival is the most 1-iP.c form of treachery. Tb seek to change 
political leadership by meats of a bomb ir immoral, cowardly and in no W3y ctm be 
condoned, excused or explained. 

Generalmajor Rener, in the considered • Lion of this Cormittee, was within 
h.i3 rights in referring to such persons as ,f tre -o'-vk .More important, hovrever, is 
that the General was within his rights in express-—; by.: opinion, irregardless of 
y/hat Ills opinion might have been. 

Generalmajor Remer is a gallant soldier and, as such, is entitled to the 
favorable consideration of the German C-cve.a-i.-.crt, Refer If s German hero, and to 
many people he is an international hero. His case Is being closely watched throughout 
the free world as an indication of the sense of Justice of the jVeC't Gernan Government 
The ultimate action of the Bonn Government in the Remor case, and in the cases of 
other convicted SRP members, will do much to determine tie attitude of the people of 
the world tovrards Germany at a time when international goodwill towards Germany la 
vital to the future of the great German .State and People.. Prosecution in this case 
is persecution and will be so regarded by the world.
